Of greatest importance is the Brit- 


ish boycott, attempted to be-enforced 
against - American merchants. 
"But 


involved, so deeply that it cannot be 
cpparated, is the British and French 
interference with American mails. 


That the latter situation is consid- 


ered most serious was shown by the 
following authorized 
statement by 


Acting Secretary of State Polk today: 


"Tha department is becoming very 


impatient over the failure of Great 
Britain to reply in regard to our mail 
inquiries." 


"Too Busy" to Reply. 


The state department unofficially 


has brought all

bassies to get a reply to the mail 
protest. In each instance the reply1 
has been made that "the embassy 
officials are too busy." 
When this 


explanation was received the sug- 
gestion was made on behalf of the 
United States that if this -was so the 
time had arrived when "extra help 
should be secured."

Producing Colored Silk*. 


It has been found that by feeding 


silkworms partly on mulberry leaves 
and partly on osage leaves, being ex- 
tremely careful with the allowances of 
the two foods, they can be made to 
produce red and blue silk.

AN ACT to incorporate the institute for 


public service witli powers to conduct a 
training school for public service through 
assignments of field work, investiga- 
tions and reports.

LAWS OF NEW YOUR—»y Authority. 


CHAP. 546. 


AN ACT to amend the public service 
commissions law. in relation to the 
prayer for Judgment In an action to 
recover penalties or forfeitures. 
Became a law May IS. 1916, with the 
approval of the Governor. Paused, three- 
fifth* being present. 


The People of the State of New Tork, 
represented in genate and Assembly do 
enact aa follows: 


Section 1. Section twenty-four of chap- 
ter four hundred and eighty of the law* 
of nineteen hundred and ten. entitled "An 
act in relation to public service commls- 
»tons. constituting chapter forty-eight of 
the consolidated laws." Is hereby amend- 
ea to reaa as follows: 


! 31. Action to recover penalties or for- 


feitures. An action to recover a penalty 
or a forfeiture under this chapter or to 
enforce the powers of the commission un- 
der the railroad law may be brought In 
any court of competent jurisdiction in this 
state In the name of the people of the 
state of Xew York, and shall he com- 
menced mid prosecuted to final Judgment 
by counsel to the commission. In any such 
action all penalties and forfeitures In- 
curred up to the time of commencing the 
same may be sued for and recovered 
therein, and the commencement of an 
action to recover a penalty or forfeiture 
shall not be, or be held to be, a waiver 
of the right to recover any other penalty 
or forfeiture; if the defendant in such 
action shall prove, that during any por- 
tion of the time for which it is sought to 
recover penalties or forfeitures for a vio- 
lation of an order of the commission the 
defendant was actually and In good faith 
prosecuting a suit, action or proceeding 
In the courts to sot aside such order, the 
court shall remit the penalties or forfeit- 
ures Incurred during: the pendency of 
such suit, action or proceeding. AH 
moneys recovered In any such action, to- 
gether with the costs thereof, shall De 
paid Into the state treasury to tho credit 
of the general fund. Any such action may 
be compromised or discontinued on ap- 
plication of tlie commission upon such 
terms as the court shall approve and 
order. An action may be maintained by 
the commlsion for the wHole or any part 
ot the penalties Or forfeitures prescribed 
in this chapter, and judgment may bo 
rendered for the amount demanded in 
the complaint, or for any less amount, as 
Justice may require.

An engine will not operate very eco- 


nomically on extremely low throttle, 
due to the fact that it iwjuirw a richer 
mixture. This i» Inherent and cannot 
be overcome In the carbureter. XA car- 
buretor will give the best mileage at 
medium speeds, although there should 
net be any particular speed at which 
the motor will run m«st economically. 
Of course -wide open throttle running 
is not economical because the mot«r Is 
overcoming incrpased internal resist- 
ance if high speed is attained, and if 
high speed ia not attained it is due to 
work pat on the engine because of 
a grade or had road.
